bends in affection over finlshed and forgoi-

ten things.

Seven-roofed klosks stand st Intervals
over the gates in the wall—they ure called
pynthat, but they sirike the eye ke peace.
ful concluslons—and low with stone bridges
ralsed in the middle span of the moat. The
butiresses of the gates sre painted deep
gray and white, and the bank that slants
steeply from the wall to the water has hers
and there a low, twisted, ypreading tree on
it, purely for decoration. You may stop st
& corner and look two ways along the re-
flecting water with bridges receding ncross,
and pyathat after pyathat diminishing above
and ecach red and gray and white vista, so
pleked out and fOnlehed under the quiet
lght, alipping adorably Inte the nesr blue
of the hille. * * * Mindalay seemed aware
with bunting that day, fags and arches of
woleome everywhere and crowds flovking—
aware and almost awake; but you looksd
again and saw Lthat it only turped in Iis
slesp and smiled, as at o dream.
